Dominican  counter-coup  wins 

SANTO  DOMINGO,  (UPI)  — A bloodless  Air  Force 
counter-coup  last  night  reinstated  the  civilian  “Council  of 
State”  government  overthrown  48  hours  earlier,  starting  a 
wild  celebration  in  the  streets  of  this  perennially  troubled 
city. 

Air  Force  counter-rebels  arrested  Gen.  Pedro  Rodri- 
gues Echavarria,  military  mastermind  of  Tuesday’s  coup, 
and  released  four  state  councilmen  from  house  arrest  at 
the  officer’s  club  at  San  Isidro  Airbase. 

First  act  of  the  council  of  state  was  to  accept  the  res- 
ignation presented  by  Ex-president  Joaquin  Balaguer  Tues- 
day night,  making  Rafael  F.  Bonnelly  the  acting  president 
of  the  Dominican  Republic. 

The  counter-coup  was  a triumph  for  opposition  groups 
who  had  sought  to  pull  both  Balaguer  and  Rodriguez  from 
power,  and  for  Washington  which  had  threatened  to  with- 
draw recognition  from  the  Dominican  Republic  after  the 
Tuesday  coup. 

Santo  Domingo  went  wHd  with  joy  when  the  opposi- 
tion’s underground  radio  announced  the  council  had  been 
reinstated.  Soldiers  and  civilians  who  had  l>een  battling  for 
three  day's  with  bullets  and  bombs  fell  into  each  other’s 
arms.  Cheers  and  the  clatter  of  pots  and  pans  began  the 
wild  celebration.  The  sounds  of  rejoicing  echoed  through 
the  city. 

A huge  crowd  gathered  at  .the  “White  House"  gates 
to  cheer  the  arriving  councilmen.  Firecrackers  popped.  Joy- 
ful troops  and  police  fired  tommy  guns  and  pistols  in  the 
air. 


BYU  scholars  realize  that  they 
must  top  the  Maryland  team 
in  order  to  appear  on  the 
program  five  times.

This  week's  team  comes 
from  the  College  Park,  Mary- 
land. school  of  18,000  students. 
The  Maryland  school  includes, 
as  does  the  University  of  Utah, 
professional  schools  in  medi- 
cine and  law. 

Prize  for  the  winning  team 
each  week  is  a $1500  scholar- 
ship. A team  retiring  unde- 
feated after  five  contests  re- 
ceives an  additional  $1500  and 
a large -bowl-shaped  silver  tro- 
phy. 

BUT  THE  REAL  gain  at  Col- 
lege Bowl,  BYU  supporters 
agree,  is  in  the  publicity  given 
the  school — the  image  created 
of  the  school  in  the  public  eye. 

President  Gerald  Smith  of 
the  Eastern  States  Mission  is 
holding  a reception  this  week- 
end at  the  New  York  City  Mis- 
sion headquarters  for  the  team 
and  coach  Dr.  Robert  Thomas. 
President  Smith  has  praised 
the  team  for  the  great  deal  of 
good  they  have  done  mission- 
ary work  in  the  Eastern  States. 

Church  members  in  Manhat- 
tan have  banded  behind  the 
team  to  form  a louder-by-the- 
week  rooting  section  at  the 
program.  ‘They’ve  been  so  ex- 
cited about  it,"  Dr.  Thomas  re- 
ports.

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Faculty  recommends 
BS-BA  degree  change 

Faculty  members  Thursday  approved  a recommenda- 
i.tion  for  equalizing  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of 
-i  Science  and  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degrees, 
i The  recommendation,  as  approved  in  the  monthly  fac- 
ility meeting,  will  be  sent  to  the  Administrative  Council  for 
^further  action. 

t The  proposal,  as  drawn  up  by  a committee  of  eight  fac- 
^ulty  members,  stipulates  that  students  seeking  either  de- 
gree would  have  to  complete  an  additional  nine  semester 
t hours  credit  beyond  the  present  general  education  require- 
ments. 

The  proposal  states  students  must  complete  “either 
^training-  equivalent  to  12  semester  hours  of  college  credit 
-Jfen  one  foreign  language,  three  of  which  may  be  counted  as 
. general  education  credit  in  Humanities  (hence  the  nine- 
j-hour  addition)  ; or  training  equivalent  to  nine  semester 
» hours  of  college  credit  in  specified  mathematics,  statistics, 
r logic  and  science  courses  . . 

Completing  either  of  the  requirements  would  qualify 
a student  for  either  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  degree  depending  on 
the  area  of  study  as  determined  by  the  department. 

If  the  proposal  is  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
present  minimum  total  hours  required  for  graduation  will 
be  increased  from  124  to  128  or  from  15*4  to  16  hours  per 
homester  for  eight  semesters. 

Dean  Conan  E.  Mathews,  dean  of  the  College  of  Fin© 
Arts  and  chairman  of  the  committee  which  drew  up  the 
proposal,  said  that  if  accepted,  the  new  requirements  will 
apply  to  all  freshmen  entering  the  first  semester  of  the 
1962-63  school  year  and  thereafter. 

The  faculty  also  considered  a change  in  the  present 
grading  system  but  no  decision  was  reached  on  the  matter 
and  it  will  receive  further  study  at  February’s  faculty  meet- 
ing. 

The  change,  as  proposed,  would  alter  the  present  grad- 
ing system  to  a numerical  system  allowing  for  decimal  grad- 
ations of  intervals  of  tenths  from  0.0  to  4.0.

The  Church  will  have  little 
impact  on  modern  society  until 
Christians  begin  living  every 
day  the  faith  they  profess  on 
Sunday  morning. 

Mormons  have  advocated  this 
philosophy  for  over  100  years. 
Sometimes  members  of  the 
Church  are  surprised  to  learn 
that  other  denominations  come 
to  the  same  conclusion. 

AT  A RECENT  “Evangelism 
Workshop”  held  in  Chicago  re- 
cently by  the  United  Lutheran 
Church,  the  problem  of  making 
Christianity  a live  option  for 
the  missions  of  “friendly  believ- 
ers” who  now  look  upon  it  as  a 
harmless  but  irrelevant  survival 
from  the  past  was  discussed. 

“Such  discussions  among 
Church  people  often  end  with 
a ringing  appeal  for  Christian 
laymen  to  be  more  outspoken 
in  talking  up  their  faith  among 
their  friends  and  neighbors,” 
said  Louis  Cassels,  United  Press 
International  reporter.

The  concensus  of  the  meet- 
ing is  best  expressed  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Bruce  Weaver  of  New 
York: 

“THE  WORLD  has  heard  en- 
ough of  Christian  words;  what 
the  world  now  needs  is  to  see 
some  Christian  deeds.” 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Weaver  did  not 
suggest  that  Christians  should 
stop  preaching  the  gospel.  He 
simply  said  they’d  better  start 
giving  a few  demonstrations  of 
what  they’re  stalking  about. 

Dr.  Donald  R.  Heiges,  Dean 
of  Chicago  Lutheran  Seminary, 
said  that  being  “active”  in  the 
institutional  affairs  of  the 
church  is  not  the  only  demon- 
stration required  of  a layman 
who  wants  to  convince  his  un- 
believing friends  that  there  is 
something  to  the  Christian  faith. 

“A  CHRISTIAN  is  called  to 
glorify  God  in  and  through  his 
field  of  labor,”  said  Dr.  Heiges. 
“And  he  can’t  do  this  by  sub- 
stituting piety  for  competence. 
It  is  not  enough  that  a Christian 
engineer,  for  example,  be  ‘sin- 
cere,’ faithful  in  church  attend- 
ance, and  a leader  of  family 
worship  in  his  home. 

“He  will  not  glorify  God  un- 
less he  is  also  technically  pro- 
ficient. All  the  prapers  of  him- 
self, his  family  and  his  congre- 
gation cannot  be  counted  on  to 
save  the  suspension  bridge  he 
designed  from  collapsing  into 
the  river  if  he  has  not  provided 
adequately  for  the  stresses  and 
strains  of  a 100-mile-per-hour 
wind.” 

Theologian  Frederick  R. 
Wentz  of  the  Lutheran  Semin- 
ary at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  suggest- 
ed that  Christians  should  look 
upon  their  Sunday  morning  as- 
sembly as  a “rehearsal.” 

ON  SUNDAY  we  worship  God 
in  practice  session  among  our- 
selves, he  said,  “in  order  that 
we  may  more  skillfully  worship 
him  the  rest  of  the  week  dis- 
persed among  other  people.” 

“We  are  to  identify  ourselves 
with  our  neighbor  and  his  need, 
live  with  that  need,  and  take 
the  form  of  a servant  in  order 
to  meet  that  need,”  the  Luth- 
eran Theologian  said.  “We  are 
to  follow  Christ  in  service  to 
the  point  of  sacrificing  our- 
selves for  our  fellow  man.” 

That’s  a big  order;  but  no 
authentic  Christian  teacher  has 
ever  suggested  that  it  was  an 
easy  thing  to  follow  Jesus.  That 
is  a modern  heresy.

“HERE  COMES  THE  MAIL- 
MAN!” 

Such  a greeting  awaits  post- 
man Theras  Allred  each  day  as 
he  makes  his  rounds  through 
Heritage  Halls  and  Wyeview 
Village. 

With  his  cart  laden  with  1000 
to  3000  pieces  of  first-class  mail 
and  about  50  packages,  the  am- 
iable postman  is  often  greeted 
at  the  separate  halls  by  a circle 
of  girls  singing  a welcome  to 
him.  On  such  occasions  he  will 
reply  with  a yerse  of  his  own: 
“Every  day  is  ladies’  day  with 
me!” 

BOWEN  HALL  used  to  an- 
nounce his  arrival  with  a cow- 
bell, Mr.  Allred  said.  One  dorm 
mother  refused  to  let  him  in 
on  a Saturday  “because  men  are 
not  allowed  in  the  building  un- 
til noon.” 

Often  he  is  met  by  a swarm  of 
excited  girls  who  are  determin- 
ed to  hide  their  roommate’s 
birthday  packages  before  she 
sees  them. 

“VALENTINE’S  DAY  brings 
the  heaviest  load  of  mail,”  the 
postman  remarked,  “with  ar- 
ound 3000  letters  and  250-275 
packages.  The'  Christmas  season 
is  not  as  busy  on  campus  as 
one  might  expect,  because  the 
students  go  home  before  the  big 
Christmas  rjish  begins.” 

Having  been  a postman  on 
campus  for  four  years,  Mr.  All- 
red’s flood  of  gifts  and  mess- 
ages have  proven  that  he  is 
the  “most  popular  man  on  cam- 
pus.” He  has  received  every- 
thing from  Christmas  gifts  to 
wedding  invitations,  from  the 
girls. 

ONE  MISSIONARY’S  sweet- 
heart, whom  he  used  to  teas- 
ingly  suggest  that  she  would 
never  get  married,  sent  him  a 
brief  note  on  a wedding  invita- 
tion with  the  words,  “I  told  you 
Td  make  it!”  scribbled  at  the 
bottom. 

Gifts  of  home-made  cookies 
are  often . presented  to  him  at 
Christmas  time.  On  one  occas- 
ion, members  of  one  apartment 
baked  him  a cake  in  the  form 
of  a letter,  decorated  with  his 
address,  a stamp,  a postmark, 
and  a return  address,  he  re- 
called. 

Mr.  Allred  has  often  been 
consulted  for  advice. 

“OFTEN  I act  as  an  assistant 
dorm  mother,”  Mr.  Allred  chuck- 
led, “because  girls  ask  my  ad- 
vice about  getting  married, 
roommate  problems,  going  to 
school  and  almost  everything 
else.” 

The  blame  or  credit  for  the 
diligence  or  negligence  in  a boy- 
friend’s letter-writing  habits  is 
often  placed  upon  the  shoulders 
of  the  postman  by  the  girls. 

ONE  PROBLEM  that  arises 
in  the  halls,  Mr.  Allred  laugh- 
ingly noted,  was  that  often  girls 


write  angry  letters  to  their  boy 
friends,  mail  them,  then  receive 
a letter  from  him  the  same  day. 


“Then  they  want  to  get  their 
letter  back,  which  is  almost  im- 
possible,” he  added. 


HE  IS  OFTEN  asked  infor- 
mation which  the  U.  S.  mail  ser- 
vice does  not  allow  him  to  give 
out,  such  as  the  postage  on  a 
letter  or  the  time  the  mail  train 
leaves. 


Unusual  things  come  up  in  a 
postman’s  mailbag.  There  was 
the  time  that  a can  of  silver 
paint  had  been  sent  through  the 
mail,  and  its  lid  ad  come  off 
and  covered  all  the  other  add- 
resses. 

“I  SPENT  HOURS  in  our  ga- 
rage removing  the  paint  with 
paint  solvent  so  that  I could 
read  the  addresses,”  he  said.

THE  MAILBAG  has  contain- 
ed other  strange  tidbits,  such 
as  the  mistake  of  a former 
dorm  mother  in  her  single 
days.  She  had  been  writing  to 
two  missionaries  and  had  put 
the  letter  in  the  wrong  enve- 
lopes by  mistake.  One  of  the 
missionaries  quit  writing  and 
she  married  the  other,  he  re- 
vealed. 

The  young  mischief  makers 
in  Wyview  Village  frequently 
attempt  to  hide  his  cart. 

VERY  OFTEN  a child  in  the 
maze  of  the  look-alike  houses 
of  Wyeview  have  confronted 
him  with  a wailing,  “Mr.  Mail- 
man, I’m  lost!”

Brigham  Young  University’s 
undefeated  freshman  basketball 
team,  fresh  from  an  impress- 
ive 97-88  win  over  Weber  Col- 
lege Monday  night,  will  get  its 
first  taste  of  inter-Skyline  com- 
petition this  Saturday  night  as 
they  travel  to  Salt  Lake  City  to 
battle  the  University  of  Utah 
frosh. 

THE  WIN  against  Weber, 
which  coach  Pete  Witbeck 
termed  “the  team’s  best  per- 
formance of  the  season,”  gave 
the  BYU.  frosh  a 4-0  mark. 

They  have  gained  decisions 
over  Mesa  College  of  Colorado, 
Snow  College  and  the  Idaho 
State  College  freshmen  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Weber  win. 

THE  KITTENS,  who  are 
bombing  the  hoop  at  an  87.3 
points  a game  pace,  will  start 
five  men  who  are  averaging  in 
the  double  figures  against  the 
Papooses  . 

Pacing  the  BYU  freshman 
scoring  attack  is  64  forward 
Bob  Quinney.  Quinney,  who  was 
an  all-around  athlete  at  Med- 
ford High  School  in  Oregon,  has 
pumped  in  87  points  in  the 
four  games  and  is  stinging  the 


strings  with  a 21.8  average. 

LEAPING  LOU  Andrus,  the 
frosh’s  6-6  center,  is  right  be- 
hind Quinney  in  the  scoring 
parade  with  an  18.3  average. 

The  Gardner  guards,  Mike  and 
Joel,  are  both  scoring  with  con- 
sistency. They  accounted  for  50 
points  against  Weber  — with 
Mike  scoring  30  and  Joel,  20. 
Mike  is  averaging  16.3,  and 
Joel  is  hitting  at  a 12.3  point 
pace. 

THE  OTHER  regular,  forward 
Paul  Millar  from  Pleasant 
Grove,  is  averaging  12.8. 

hTe  only  definite  problem 
facing  Coach  Witbeck’s  offen- 
sive omnibus  is  that  of  de- 
fense. Their  opponents  have 
been  scoring  at  a 72.5  point  per 
game  clip,  and  the  Kittens  will 
have  to  clamp  down  in  the  de- 
fensive department  if  they  want 
to  keep  their  unblemished  rec- 
ord intact. 

Utah’s  freshmen  have  shown 
their  ability  to  score  with  a 99- 
poinet  losing  performance  ag- 
ainst Weber  last  week,  and  you 
can  bet  the  Kittens  will  be  work- 
ing on  their  defense  through- 
out the  week.

career  in  Chaffey  High  School 
in  Upland,  Calif. 

Chaffey  had  a pretty  good 
club  that  year  and  participated 
in  a Southern  California  tour- 
nament. They  reached  the  ninth 
inning  of  the  semi-final  game, 
the  score  tied,  two  out,  a man 
on  first,  Chuck  Bennett  at  the 
plate  with  a three  and  two 
count  on  him.  There  was  much 
joy  in  Upland  that  day — Chuck 
parked  one  in  the  bleachers  to 
win  the  game. 

In  the  stands  that  day  were 
five  big  league  scouts,  and  all

leased him,  but  as  soon  as  he 
got  home  the  Kansas  City  Ath- 
letics picked  up  his  contract  and 
he  has  been  with  them  ever 
since. 

LAST  YEAR  Chuck  was  with 
the  Hawaii  Islanders  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  League,  a triple 
A classification. 

In  the  category  of  “big  thrills 
in  baseball,”  Chuck  vividly  re- 
members the  opening  game  of 
last  season  when  in  the  ninth 
inning  with  the  score  tied  and 
one  man  on  base,  he  was  sent  in 
to  pinch  run.  He  reached  second 
base  on  a fielder’s  choice.  The 
next  batter  hit  -a  line  drive 
through  the  middle,  and  when 
the  dust  had  cleared,  Chuck  was 
safe  at  the  plate,  thus  winning 
the  game.'

Cats  seek  upset  in  Redskin  battle 


One  "major  upset”  a season 
is  about  par  for  any  college 
tiasketball  team  these  days,  and 
BYU  is  hoping  one  of  these  in- 
frequent up-endings  will  strike 
this  weekend  against  Utah. 

A VICTORY  Saturday  night 
in  Einar  Nielsen  fleldhouse 
would  have  to  be  classed  as  a 
major  upset,  since  the  Utes 
seem  to  hold  every  advantage. 

Coach  Stan  Watts’  board  of 
strategy  has  given  the  forth- 
coming ^‘big  one”  ponderous 
amounts  of  though  and  prep- 
aration. But  it  is  still  difficult 
to  come  up  with  an  objective 
reason  for  believing  the  Cougars 
have  much  of  a chance. 

And  yet  Watts  and  company 
have  only  to  look  back  at  the 
1961  season  to  find  some  re- 
assurance. Last  year,  facing 
equally  heavy  odds,  the  Moun- 
tain Cats  handed  the  Utes  one 
of  only  two  league  defeats,  a 
91-86  schocker  at  Provo. 

IN  THAT  game  a year  ago 
Billy  McGill  got  his  quota  o 
points,  32  on  14  field  goals  and 
four  free  throws.  But  center 
Dave  I£astis  pushed  with  the 


Utah  star  to  tie  him  for  high 
point  honors.  With  E^astis 
matching  McGill,  guard  Gary 
Earnest  tanked  26  points  to 
provide  the  Cougars  with  the 
extra  scoring  boost  they  needed 
to  win  the  game. 

Now  Eastis  and  Earnest  are 
both  gone. 

U*TIL  LATELY,  thi-  Y’s 
center  spot,  formerly  held  down 
by  the  big  Denver  boy,  has 
been  a poor  source  of  scoring 
power.  And  the  Y’s  guard  line 
in  its  last  appearance  left  much 
to  lie  desired. 

Like  most  schools  confronted 
with  the  prospects  of  meeting 
the  Utes,  the  Wattsmen  will 
have  to  build  their  strategy 
around  the  towering  6-9  Mc- 
Gill. In  fact,  the  problem  seems 
to  begin  and  end  there. 

ALL  KINDS  of  means  have 


been  devised  to  stop  Utah’s  all- 
time  great,  but  all  have  been 
fruitless.  He  continues  to  score 
in  unbelievable  figures.  His 
current  scoring  average  Is  37.4 
- points  a game,  or  nearly  the 
combined  total  of  the  Y’s  top 
three  scorers — Bob  Skousen 
(17.41,  Bruce  Burton  (12.7)  and 
Ron  Steinke  (9.3 

McGill  Is  too  much  of  a defen- 
sive assignment  for  one  man, 
but  this  task  will  fall  mainly  to 
center  Bruce  Burton  with  oth- 
ers sharing  the  chore.  Burton, 
perhaps  the  smallest  post  man 
in  the  league,  will  give  away 
five  inches  to  the  Ute  center. 

Bob  Skousen  (6-4)  and  Jim 
Kelson  (6-3)  will  team  at  for- 
ward. with  Ron  Steinke  (5-10) 
and  Gary  Batchelor  (5-11)  oft 
the  guard  line.
